1. This is in response to the amendment filed May 25, 2006. independent claim 16 has been 
amended. Claims 4, 15 and 19 have been cancelled. Claims 1-3, 5-14 and 16-18 are pending in 
this application.

Regarding independent claims 1, 10, 1 1, 12 and 16, the prior art fails to disclose or 
suggest the claimed provision "a part of the content is provided with a condition that is only 
effective to that part of the content body, a plurality of different uses of the content body and the 
distribution content is provided with a condition that is only effective to a part of the content 
body" as claimed in conjunction with remaining claims provisions. 

4. The dependent claims, being further limiting to the independent claims, definite and 
enabled by the Specification are also allowed.
